The  following 
ire  10  simple  ways  in  which  you 
can  save  water:  l.Takeashower 
(8  to  10  gal.)  instead  of  a  bath 
(16-20  gal.)  2.  Keep  drinking 
water  cold  in  the  refrigerator  in¬ 
stead  of  letting  it  run.  3.  Don’t 
shave  or  brush  your  teeth  with 
the  water  running  constantly.  4. 
Fix  leaky  faucets,  pipes  and 
joints.  5.  Only  run  the  dish¬ 
washer  or  washing  machine  with 


a  full  load.  6.  Don’t  flush  cig¬ 
arette  butts  down  the  toilet.  Every 
flush  is  8  gallons.  7.  Bend  down 
toilet  float  arm  so  it  fills  only 
half  way.  8.  Wash  dishes  in  a 
pan  or  with  a  sink  stopper,  not 
under  an  open  faucet.  9.  Wash 
vegetables  in  a  bowl,  not  under 
an  open  faucet.  10.  Don’t  use 
your  sink  garbage  disposal.  Ev¬ 
ery  use  requires  10  to  15  gallons. 

If  every  family  cutswater  con¬ 
sumption  25%  each  day,  we  can 
help  keep  our  reservoirs  at  a 
safe  level.

TOO  MANY  PEOPLE!  A  recent  issue  of  the  Net*  York  Times 

carried  a  full  page  message  to  President  Lyndon  B.  Johnson  signed 

by  leading  educators,  clergymen,  artists  and  business  and  profession¬ 
al  people.  FAMINE  STALKS  THE  EARTH: 

“The  world  is  on  the  threshold  of  the  biggest  famine  in 
history,”  according  to  Dr.  Raymond  Ewell,  former  advisor  to 
the  Government  of  Indid.  “If  present  trends  continue,  it  seems 
likely  that  famine  will  reach  serious  proportions  in  India,  Pak¬ 
istan  and  China  in  the  early  1970s.  Latin  America  will  fall  in 
this  category  by  1980.  Such  a  famine  will  be  of  massive  propor¬ 
tions,  affecting  hundreds  of  millions,  possibly  billions  of 
persons.” 

The  Director-General  of  the  United  Nations  Food  and  Agri¬ 
culture  Organization,  Mr.  Binay  Sen,  said  recently:  “Either 
we  take  the  fullest  measures  both  to  raise  productivity  and  to 
stabilize  population  growth,  or  we  face  a  disaster  of  unprece¬ 
dented  magnitude.  In  some  of  the  most  heavily  populated  areas 
the  outbreak  of  serious  famines  in  the  next  five  to  ten  years 
cannot  be  excluded.  Problems  of  hunger  and  malnutrition 
which  afflict  more  than  a  half  of  the  world’s  population,  apart 
from  the  human  suffering  and  human  degradation  that  they 
involve,  pose'  a  serious  threat  to  peace.” 

U.S.  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  Mr.  Orville  L.  Freeman, 
said:  “Problems  of  staggering  proportions  face  the  densely 
populated  underdeveloped  countries  of  the  world  in  their  effort 
to  keep  food  production  in  pace  with  population  growth.  Both 
land  and  time  are  running  out  for  those  countries.  In  the  past, 
increases  in  food  output  were  achieved  by  putting  new  land 
under  cultivation.  But  now  the  supply  of  readily  cultivatable 
land  is  nearly  exhausted  in  many  of  those  countries,  and  new 
land  can  be  brought  under  cultivation  only  at  high  cost.” 

A  generation  ago  Latin  America,  Asia  and  Africa  were 
regions  with  food  surpluses.  They  exported  grain  to  the  indus¬ 
trialized  countries,  especially  to  Europe.  Now  the  food  flow  is 
reversed  and  they  must  import  food. 

,  Food  into  a  bottomless  pit 

The  United  States  has  shipped  abroad,  since  Congress  en- 
[  acted  the  so-called  “Food  For  Peace”  law  in  1954,  food  prod¬ 
ucts  amounting  to  the  gigantic  sum  of  $12  billion,  mostly  on  a 
give-away  basis. 

Our  food  warehouses  that  were  bursting  at  the  seams  a  few 
years  ago  are  now  largely  down  to  a  normal  inventory  required 
for  reserves.  Congress  recently  authorized  Secretary  Freeman 
to  go  into  the  open  market  and  buy  dried  milk  to  keep  up  our 
lunch  program  for  overseas  children. 

India  receives  from  the  United  States  more  than  a  half  of 
its  wheat  at  the  present  rate  of  20,000  tons  a  day.  Observers 
believe  that  this  assistance  is  the  only  barrier  against  large 
scale  famine  and  open  rebellion. 

With  all  this  out-pouring  of  American  resources  we  are  not 
making  a  dent  at  solving  the  problem.  Even  if  we  were  to  con¬ 
tinue  such  a  program  on  a  vastly  stepped  up  basis,  as  some 
suggest,  until  American  farm  lands  were  exhausted,  we  still 
could  not  feed  the  burgeoning  billions  of  people. 

Basic  problem:  skyrocketing  population 

Everything  possible,  of  course,  should  be  done  to  increase 
the  food  supply,  but  it  is  the  skyrocketing  population  that  men¬ 
aces  today’s  world.  Latin  America,  as  an  example,  increased  its 
total  production  of  food  over  the  last  five  years,  but  with  25 
million  more  people,  the  average  individual  had  7%  less  to  eat. 
And  in  another  five  years  at  the  present  rate  of  increase  there 
will  be  35  million  more  people  living  south  of  the  Rio  Grande.' 

Mr.  President,  we  applaud  your  statement  to  the  United 
Nations  last  June  in  which  you  said  “Let  us  in  all  our  lands- 
including  this  land— face  forthrightly  the  multiplying  problems 
of  our  multiplying  populations  and  seek  the  answers  to  this 
most  profound  challenge  to  the  future  of  all  the  world.” 

But  the  fact  remains  that  to  date  the  manpower  and  re¬ 
sources  of  the  various  agencies  of  the  Government  committed 
to  meet  this  transcendent  challenge  rank  below  a  hundred  less 
important  projects. 

There  will  be  300  million  more  mouths  to  feed  in  the  world 
five  years  from  now— most  of  them  hungry.  Hunger  brings  tur¬ 
moil— and  turmoil,  as  we  have  learned,  creates  the  atmosphere 
in  which  the  communists  seek  to  conquer  the  earth.

And  God  said  unto  Noah,  This 
is  the  token  of  the  covenant  .which 
I  have  established  between  me  and 
all  flesh  that  is  upon  the  earth. 

Genesis  9:17 

The  rainbow  is  a  token  of  the 
covenant  of  preservation  made 
with  Noah  and  with  all  the  crea¬ 
tures  of  the  earth.  It  is  fixed 
and  sure.  It  is  an  emblem  of 
the  covenant  of  grace,  or  rath¬ 
er,  of  Christ  Himself.  When 
we  are  apt  to  fear  being  over¬ 
whelmed  by  judgement,  God 
shows  this  seal  of  His  promise 
that  we  shall  not.  Thus  He  re¬ 
moves  our  fears  when  we  weep 
for  sin  and  are  afraid  of  the 
flood  of  wrath,  by  reminding  us 
of  the  covenant  of  grace  estab¬ 
lished  in  the  death  of  Jesus 
Christ.  Again,  the  thicker  the 
clouds  of  doubt,  the  brighter  is 
the  bow  in  the  sky;  so  when  af¬ 
flictions  abound,  spiritual  con¬ 
solations  do  more  abound.  The 
bow  appears  when  one  part  of 
the  sky  is  clear,  assuring  us  of 
mercy  remembered  in  the  midst 
ol  wrath.  The  rainbow  is  caused 
by  the  reflection  of  the  beams  of 
the  sun, so  all  the  glory  of  the 
covenant  of  grace  and  the  sig¬ 
nificance  of  it,  are  derived  from 
Christ,  “the  Sun  of  Right¬ 
eousness’* . 

God  looks  upon  the  bow  to 
-remember  His  covenn'ift-y  s  b 
should  we  that  we  may  be  mind¬ 
ful  of  the  covenant  of  grace,  with 
faith  and  thankfulness.  It  seals 
the  security  of  the  promise  made 
to  Noah. .It  instructs  us  to  believe 
that  our  Lord  looks  upon  it  with 
designs  of  mercy.

"Talking  To  A 
Good  Father" 

If  God  is  Good,  and  if  God  is 
our  Father,  then  anyone  can  talk 
to  God;  for  any  child  can  talk  to 
a  “Good  Father!”  “The 
Psalms,’’  said  someone,  “teach 
us  how  to  talk  to  God.”  This  is 
especially  true  of  that  short  and 
beautiful  100th  Psalm.  May  I 
suggest  you  read  it  today  as  part 
of  your  daily  devotions,  and  then 
talk  to  the  “Good  Father”  in  the 
three  ways  the  Psalm  implies  as 
possible. 

First  we  are  bidden  to  “make 
a  joyful  noise  unto  the  Lord”: 
to  “come  before  His  Presence 
witli  singing;”  so  I  suggest  you 
start  the  day  out  by  talking  to 
Him  in  song.  Use  one  of  the 
hymns  you  commonly  sing  in 
your  church.  Why  are  you 
permitted,  to  talk  to  Him  in  song? 
Because  He  is  a  “Good  Father”, 
and  any  Believer  can  speak  to  a 
“Good  Father”. 

We  as  Believing  children 
whom  He  has  made,  are  also 
bidden  to  “enter  His  gates  with 
thanksgiving;’’  so  I  heartily  sug¬ 
gest  to  you  that  as  the  day  wears 
on,  you  talk  to  Him  with  words 
of  thanksgiving.  Giving  thanks 
for  the  health  and  blessings  you 
have  received  this  very  day  up 
to  then.  At  least  thank  Him  for 
this  beautiful  100th  Psalm!  Not 
only,  why  are  we  permitted  lo, 
but  also  why  should  we  talk  to 
Him  with  words  of  thanksgiving? 
Because  He  is  our  “God  Father” , 
and  any  Believing  child  both  can 
a  nd  should  speak  words  of  thanks¬ 
giving  to  a  “Good  Father!” 

Finally  I  would  suggest  that 
you  also  use  words  of  praise 
as  you  talk  to  Him  today:  per¬ 
haps  as  the  day  is  drawing  to  a 
close.  Afterall,  we  are  also 
bidden  to  “enter  into  His  courts 
with  praise.” 

Would  you  be  both  blessed, 
“nil  a  blessing  this  day?  Then 
talk  to  God:  the  “Good  Father’  , 
in  song  early  in  the  day,  and 
with  words  of  thanksgiving  la¬ 
ter  in  the  day;  and  close  the 
day  with  words  of  praise.  Then 
sit  back  and  listen  as  God  the 
Lord:  your  Creator  Redeemer 
speaks  to  you!

In  the  end,  things  were  straight¬ 
ened  out  (the  display  wound  up  in 
wing  two!)  but  I  was  convinced 
that  efficiency  was  impossible  at 
Memorial. 

However,  I  am  anxious  to  cite 
the  following,  which  proves  that 
in  matters  of  importance  things 
do  run  more  smoothly.

This  week  several  theatres  in  the  Bergen  and  Passaic  County 
areas  have  presented  a  film  version  of  William  Shakespeare’s 
OTHELLO.  Starring  in  this  production  is  Sir  Laurence  Olivier 
as  Othello.  Sir  Laurence  received  great  acclaim  and  popularity  for 
his  portrayal  of  Hamlet,  another  filmed  version  of  a  Shakespearean 
work.  Othello  however,  is  not  a  movie  of  conventional  sort.  It  is 
actually  a  filmed  stage  play.  This  feat  is  accomplished  by  three 
cameras  strategically  placed  so  as  to  allow  the  viewer  to  see  a  pure 
stage  drama.  Stuart  Burge,  the  director,  has  his  camera  crews 
film  in  an  all-inclusive  manner  similar  to  that  of  the  human  eye. 
This  performance  is  filmed  with  such  dexterity,  that  when  a  major 
speech  is  delivered,  the  camera  maintains  one  uninterrupted  shot, 
so  as  not  to  inhibit  the  magniloquence  of  the  presentation. 

With  regard  to  the  acting,  the  National  Theatre  of  Great  Britain 
generally  delivered  a  fine  and  moving  performance.  As  mentioned 
previously,  Othello,  the  madly  jealous  Moor  is  played  by  Laurence 
Olivier.  With  his  performance  did  I  find  some  displeasure.  Since 
Othello  is  a  Moor,  any  light  skinned  actor  who  portrays  him  has  to 
darken  his  skin.  The  degree  to  which  the  complexion  is  darkened 
depends  entirely  upon  the  producer,  director,  or  actor  himself,  for 
Shakespeare  only  vaguely  specifies  the  hue  of  Othello’s  skin.  For 
this  particular  performance,  Sir  Laurence  chose  to  darken  his  skin 
to  the  color  of  pitch,  with  the  conventional  shiny  blackface  used  in 
ancient  vaudeville  shows.  In  addition  to  this  extremely  black  complex¬ 
ion,  he  wore  a  short,  black,  kinky  haired  wig  characteristic  of  A1 
Jolson.  To  top  off  this  strange  make-up  combination,  Mr.  Olivier 
wore  rouge  on  the  inside  of  his  lips  which  when  exposed  created  a 
true  aura  of  vaudeville. After  all  this  make-up  is  applied,  Sir  Laurence 
assumes  a  sort  of  swagger  which  when  combined  with  an  occasionally 
very  low  voice  gives  the  audience  an  impression  that  he  has  created 
a  typical  stereotyped  Negro  vaudeville  character.  Only  toward  the  end 
of  the  movie  does  Olivier  break  out  of  this  odd  characterization 
to  deliver  the  lines  of  the  deranged  Othello. 

As  Iago,  the  ambitious  villian,  Frank  Finlay  displays  his  acting 
prowess  with  such  depth  and  dimension,  one  wonders  if  he  is  not 
the  real  star.  Roderigo,  the  duped  gentleman,  is  played  neatly  by 
Robert  Lang,  who  at  times  when  wearing  a  shoulder  length  wig 
appears  to  be  the  femme’  over  who  Othello  is  jealous.  But  actually 
the  Moor’s  true  love  is  Desdemona,  a  perfect  Shakespearean  heroine, 
played  beautifully  by  shapely  Maggie  Smith. 

In  conclusion  it  is  only  Olivier’s  radical  make-up  that  strikes  a 
disconcerting  note  on  love’s  eternal  triangle  in  this  Shakespearean 
tragedy.
